Nothing to Gain 


A stato liquor authority, the sur- 


vey said, would present a different 
picture:

stead of a mobilized army of oppo- j 
nit ion to restriction1 of liquor sell- 
ing, there is substituted a force of 
clerks under chain-store account- 
ing systems who h'uve not.hing to 
gain from expanded sales. 


"Politicians will 1m eager still to 


control the patronage, and in some 
cases to determine the wot and 
dry are-us, but they will not be able 
in lay tholr hands upon tho profits. 
Under the authority plan, the en- 
tiro regpoiiHibility for honesty and 
ellloittnoy wil be concentrated upon 
the board of directors 'and the man- 
aging director (of the--authority). 


"There is, of course, no guaran- 


tee- against dishonesty and abuse 
in any system; but the external 
regulation 
of recalcitrant private 


enterprise is clearly a more diflicult 


and more subject to graft than 


iutornal management by a respons- 
ible' authority. This is double true 
of the liquor business. 


Majority Rules 


A liquor authority, tho survey 


said, is conceived as 
an •instru- 


mentality Cor governing the sale of 
liquor in places where the majority 
of people demand the purchase o£ 
it, and not aa an institution anxious 
to uxteiul its sphere- wherever busi- 
ness may be- obtained. The whole 
emphasis of tho authority system 
is on limiting the sale to. u us 11 mu- 
tated demand and not OH sales pro- 
motion. 


In view of this, the survey said 


the 
question 
of 
"local 
option" 


would be much easier to solve un- 
der an authority. 
If any neighbor- 


hood or locality voted dry, and the 
city or county gave a majority in 
favor of sales, the authority would 
be able to establish "local option* 
in the dry section. 


"Obviously, the authority would 


under no circumstances place its 
shops on the borderline of a dr> 
area," the survey said. "This whole 
problem of border lines, so difficult 
to control under license, would dis 
appear."
